Individual Rights Are Discussed 


I 
One Ax To Grind 
The Senate Bank ing Committee proposes an 
end to ax -grind ing ex ecu tiv e commissions. Its 
recommend ation that the Wage Stabilization 
Board be composed ex clu siv ely of pu blic mem­ 
bers is a milestone. 
This wou ld d o away with the absu rd arrange­ 
ment of a tripartite board composed of eq u al 
nu mbers of employ ers’ spok esmen, u nion spok es­ 
men and so-called pu blic members. In the fu ­ 
tu re, all members wou ld be bona fid e pu blic 
members. They hold the power of d ecision any ­ 
way , becau se the other two grbu ps inv ariably 
end in d ead lock s on close d ecisions. 
The bank ing committee goes one step fu rth­ 
er by recommend ing that WSB appointees after 
Ju ne 30 be su bject to confirmation by the Sen­ 
ate. This wou ld short-circu it the New Deal- 
Fair Deal line of pack ing appointiv e board s with 
partisans. 
It remains to be seen how Congress will act 
on the bank ing committee’s proposal. Bu t in the 
United States there shou ld be only one ax to 
grind by any agency acting in the name of the 
people—the welfare of all the people. 
The shock ing d isclosu re of the way the WSB 
was u sed to carry ou t a presid ential commit­ 
ment to one sid e of an ind u strial d ispu te may 
hav e written finis to the v iciou s practice of 
tu rning national policy d ecisions ov er to ap­ 
pointees whose mind s are closed . 


Havin'Any Fun? 
A d elightfu l letter to the Washington Post by 
Dav id L. Cohn a few d ay s ago v oiced the wish­ 
fu l hope that Americans may continu e to hav e 
fu n as Ubu al ou t of this y ear’s election. 
The writer, himself, obv iou sly was hav ing 
a fine time. He su bmitted a list of req u ire­ 
ments for a perfect presid ential cand id ate which 
wou ld mak e ev en the cand id ates chu ck le. His 
plea for preserv ation of the national sense of 
hu mor is as sou nd as the id eal cand id ate he 
d escribed . 
It is the best of all safegu ard s against loss 
of perspectiv e, as any one who has been “witti­ 
cized ” for seeing things ou t of focu s can testify . 
The pu rpose is not to red u ce ev ery thing to jest­ 
ing, which in itself wou ld be a loss of perspec­ 
tiv e, bu t to balance the heav y with the light— 
to spot those little and large absu rd ities which 
a re inherent in public a ffa irs a nd to enjo y them. 
Enlarging on Mr. Cohn’s proposition a little, 
it is possible that the United States is the only 
cou ntry which has a trad ition of play ing politics 
with hu mor and that this may hav e been its 
sav ing grace? 


If it were not fen1 Ole “u nion 
shop” issu e the controv ersy in 
the steel ind u stry wou ld nev er 
hav e reached the critical stage it 
d id . Many observ ers d o not k now 
that the word s “u nion shop” are 
not at all related to the issu e of 
whether a u nion can be organized 
in a shop. The phrase really 
means that the minority employ es 
in a company are compelled against 
their will to join the u nion or lose 
their jobs. 
The Su preme Cou rt of the United 
States has nev er said the compu l­ 
sory u nionization is constitu tional. 
Congress, in the Taft-Hartley Act, 
merely said that if labor and 
management got together 
and 
wanted to impose by contract 
su ch a cond ition, there wou ld be 
no penalty of law against it as 
there is against the “closed shop”. 
Und er the latter, nobod y who 
isn’t alread y a member of the 
u nion can be hired by the employ ­ 
er in the first instance. 
Und er a so-called “u nion shop,” 
the employ e is giv en 30 d ay s to 
join or not join and then may 
be fired from his job if he d oesn't 
contribu te ou t of his own pock et 
pay ments for Unicoi d u es. It is 
the merest sophistry to argu e, as 
some trad e-u nion partisans d o, 
that the minority who are com­ 
pelled only to pay d u es to the 
u nion are not hav ing their rights 
transgressed becau se they are not 
in fact actu al members of the 
u nion. 


THE THEORY that a man mu st 
be compelled to pay tribu te to 
any organization-whether religi­ 
ou s, fraternal or professional-u n- 
less he himself v olu ntarily joins 
it is obnox iou s and ru ns contrary 
'to the Bill of Rights in the Con­ 
stitu tion. 
Many y ears ago the Su preme 
Cou rt of the United States ru led 
that an Employ er who refu sed to 
hire a work er becau se he was a 
member of a u nion v iolated the 
Constitu tion. It is, therefore, logi­ 
cal that the cou rt wou ld ru le that 
the imposition of either u nion 
membership or non-membership 
as a cond ition of employ ment in 
free American is a d enial of 
constitu tional rights.

Any Damage Done?

rid e. 
The d ev ice of req u iring a work er 
to pay d u es to a u nion he d oesn’t 
want to join is a rev elation of a 
basic weak ness on the part of the 
labor u nions. They argu e for it 
on the grou nd that it is fair to 
impose su ch a cond ition as a means 
of su pporting the finances of the 
u nion, bu t they nev er q u ite ex ­ 
plain why they cannot persu ad e 
the minority to join on the merits 
of trad e u nionism. 
It is often claimed , moreov er, 
that, 
becau se some employ ers 
hav e granted the principle of com­ 
pu lsory u nionization in their col­ 
lectiv e-bargaining contracts, this 
mak es it d esirable for other em­ 
ploy ers to d o lik ewise. 
Usu ally the concession has been 
granted u nd er the d u ress of a 
strik e or threatened strik e. It has 
rarely been giv en to the u nions 
withou t a stru ggle. Bu t, worst of 
all, ev en if the priv ate parties 
d o contract for something that has 
nev er been finally tested in the 
Su preme Cou rt, it is an offense 
against ind iv id u al rights for the 
gov ernment itself to impose com­ 
pu lsory u nionization, as the so­ 
called “pu blic” members of the 
Wage Stabilization Board d id the 
other d ay . 
It is precisely su ch abu ses of 
power that d iv id e the cou ntry and 
bring on crises which paraly ze 
prod u ction and break the spirit of 
harmony that can and shou ld pre­ 
v ail in a national emergency .

In med icine as in other affairs of 
life, it is often hard to tell whether 
a particu lar ev ent d id or d id not 
cau se something which came after­ 
ward s. 
Q—My 12-y ear-old son had a ser­ 
iou s bu rn on the top of his head 
and face when he was 18 months 
old . Cou ld this hav e affected his 
mind ? He seems to k now enou gh 
o utside of bo o ks, but do esn’t seem 
to learn a ny thing a t scho o l. I’d 
hate to hav e him grow u p and not 
kno w wha t o ther children his a ge 
k now. 
A—Since this boy was apparent­ 
ly bu rned only on the ou tsid e of 
his head , it seems u nlik ely that the 
bu m had any thing to d o with his 
present progress in school. Hie boy 
shou ld be tested by the school, and 
his parents informed as to whether 
he has the mental capacity to d o 
his school work . If he d oes, per­ 
haps he merely lack s the interest; 
if he d oes not, perhaps the school 
au thorities cou ld ad v ise some spe­ 
cial school for him. 
Q—I hav e the cond ition k nown as 
alopecia areata, bu t hav e nev er 
had a complete cu re. Is there any 
home treatment which wou ld be 
su itable? 
A—Alopecia areata, sometimes 
called bald ness in spots, is a cu r- 
* iou s cond ition, the cau se of which 
is not k nown. There is, as y et, no 
su re cu re for it, thou gh the major­ 
ity appear to recov er ev entu ally 
with or withou t treatment. 
Q—What is the effect of bad ton­ 
sils in an ad u lt? Is there any d an­ 
ger of cancer of the throat if they 
are not remov ed ?

That Koje camp situ ation is apt 
to go to the War Labor Board . . , 
the Pentagon is hed ging on collec­ 
tiv e bargaining. 
If y ou are pay ing old -age secu rity tax es to 
the fed eral gov ernment, y ou will hav e no trou ble 
spotting the jok er in a proposal to let profes­ 
sional people and self-employ ed citizens sav e u p 
for old age by tax ex emptions on a fix ed per­ 
centage of their net income. 
Ev ery bod y wou ld ju mp at a chance to get a 
tax ex emption on his sav ihgs, which is what is 
being proposed for the professionals and self­ 
employ ed . Many now pay ing tax es for old -age 
benefits wou ld prefer to sav e their own money 
v olu ntarily , instead of pay ing tax es. 
Moreov er, since old -age benefits are not 
su pposed to be any more than a minimu m 
fou nd ation for secu rity and are intend ed to be 
pad d ed ou t with income from v olu ntary sav ings, 
all social-secu rity participants wou ld lik e a tax 
ex emption. 
This is not to say that d octors, lawy ers, 
preachers, farmers and other self-employ ed per­ 
sons d o not d eserv e tax ex emption for money 
pu t away for old -age secu rity . It only say s that 
if they were to be giv en that ind u cement, ev ery ­ 
one else wou ld hav e an eq u al right to claim it. 
—----------o------------

A—Bad tonsils in a grownu p can 
be responsible - for chronic sore 
throat or recu rring attack s of ton- 
silitis. It is believ ed , also, that the 
tonsils can cau se ill effects, in 
some cases, on the bod y as a 
whole. If they are tru ly d iseased , 
it is best to hav e them remov ed , 
bu t there is not mu ch risk that they 
will prod u ce cancer of the throat. 
Q—I hav e had a hy sterectomy , 
a nd bo th o v a ries remo v ed a t two 
operations. My age is 35, and I 
wond er what the state of my health 
shou ld be from now on. Will I ev ­ 
er be able to d o all my own hou se­ 
work and gard ening withou t fear 
of inju ring my stelf? 
A—If y ou r health is otherwise 
good , there seems to be no reason 
why y ou r health shou ld not be bet­ 
ter from now on than it was im­ 
med iately prior to y ou r operations. 
When y ou hav e recov ered from the 
effects of the operation itself, y ou 
shou ld be able to d o hou sework 
and gard ening as v igorou sly as 
y ou r phy sical cond ition and y ou r 
age wou ld otherwise permit. 
Q—I hav e been operated on twice 
in the last two y ears for hemor­ 
rhoid s and now seem to hav e them 
back and a strictu re besid es. 
Wou ld y ou ad v ise the electric 
need le treatment? 
A—Bad lu ck . Another and more 
ex tensiv e operation will hav e to be 
consid ered . 


Dangerous Militarism

General Dou glas 
MacArthu r’* 
Lansing, Michigan, speech stru ck a 
new note. While he d id not mention 
General Eisenhower by name, he 
d id say this: 
“It is now ev en proposed that 
ou r two-party po­ 
litical sy stem be 
aband oned f or 
all practical pu r­ 
poses and that 
both p a r t i e s 
u nite u nd er the 
lead ership of the 
same ind iv id u al. 
Cou ld there be a 
m or e shock ing 
proposal!” 
As only one 
cand id ate h a s 
been su ggested 
as su ch a possibility , this cou ld only 
apply to General Eisenhower and , 
to all intents and pu rposes, Mac­ 
Arthu r might ju st as well hav e 
mentioned his name. It has been re­ 
ported that Eisenhower d id once 
say to MacArthu r in Tok y o that 
he, Eisenhower, ex pected borh 
parties to nominate him. Presid ent 
Truma n ha s indica ted his friend­ 
ship to wa rd the Eisenho wer ca ndi­ 
d acy d espite the General’s asser­ 
tio n o f Republica n a ffilia tio n. To 
many , the personal popu larity of 
General 
Eisenhower 
transcend s 
political d ifferences. 


EVEN MORE DRASTIC is this 
part of General MacArthu r’* at­ 
tack ; 
. . we wou ld be entirely d e­ 
pend ent u pon the paternalistic will 
of one man, and liberty as we hav e 
k nown it wou ld d isappear. The peo­ 
ple wou ld no longer be the master 
of their gov ernment, bu t its serv ­ 
ant . . . ”

It was not ex pected that General 
MacArthu r wou ld attack the mili­ 
tary , or the military mind , or a ca­ 
bal of military ind iv id u als. Yet, 
in this speeph, he d id precisely 
that in langu age so clear and care­ 
fu lly chosen that its intent and pu r­ 
pose cou ld not be d ou bted . The at­ 
tack 
on

arbitrariness 
might well be a response to General 
Eisenhower’s 
astonishing

No politician wou ld hav e d ared 
su ggest that the cou ntry come look ­ 
ing for him. A military man might 
say ju st that becau se of the ad u la­ 
tion which he has k nown all Ms life 
and becau se of his specialized train­ 
ing. Genera] MacArthu r, the senior 
sold ier in ou r serv ice, 53 y ears in 
the army u niform, son of a father 
who had d ev oted his life to the 
army , k nows the strength and 
weak ness of military men. It is 
from su ch ex perience that he said , 
perhaps with trepid ation: 


“THIS FORM OF political con­ 
niv ing is d estru ctiv e to the v ery 
essence of tru e representativ e gov ­ 
ernment and sets the stage for the 
emergence u pon the American 
scene of the u gly threat of a mili­ 
tary state. 
“The grav ity of this d anger can­ 
not be ov eremphasized . The history 
of the world shows that repu blics 
and d emocracies hav e generally 
lost their liberties by way 
of 
passing from civ ilization to a q u asi­ 
m ilita ry statu s. No thing is more 
cond u civ e to arbitrary ru le tha n 
the military ju nta. It wou ld be a 
tra gic dev elo pment indeed if this 
generation was forced to look to 
the rigid ity of military d ominance 
and d iscipline to red eem it from 
the tragic failu re of a civ ilian ad ­ 
ministration. It might well d estroy 
ou r historic and wise concept which 
hold s to the su premacy of the civ il 
power.” 
The “military state” is the cond i­ 
tion that d estroy ed the Roman Em­ 
pire, that red u ced the Osmanli 
Tu rk s, and that v itiated the con-

Contrasting to it is the civ ilian 
state achiev ed by su ch cou ntries 
as the United States and Great 
Britain where the military hav e 
been held in check . General Mac­ 
Arthu r may ev en be think ing of 
the secrecy and cov er-u p that is so 
characteristic of ou r present ad min­ 
istration in which so many military 
men, led by General George Mar­ 
shall, hav e play ed su ch an impor­ 
tant part. 


ALTHOUGH this speech of Gen­ 
eral MacArthu r will be accepted as 
political in the sense that he warns 
the nation against Eisenhower, it is 
mu ch more than that. It is a warn­ 
ing against militarism, against con­ 
trol of the economy of the nation by 
the Pentagon. For his greatest em­ 
phasis is on this: 
“ Indeed, it is pa rt o f the genera l 
pattern of misgu id ed policy that 
ou r cou ntry is now geared to an 
arms economy which was bred in 
an artificially ind u ced psy chosis of 
wa r hy steria a nd nurtured upo n the 
incessant 
propagand a 
of 
fear. 
While su ch an economy may pro­ 
d u ce a sense of seeming prosperity 
for the moment, it rests on an Illu ­ 
sionary fou nd ation of complete u n­ 
reliability and rend ers among ou r 
political lead ers almost a greater 
fear of peace than is their fear of 
war . . 
These word s need to be pand ered 
in the face of a $100,000,000,000 
bu d get.

A telev ision school for presid en­ 
tial and senatorial hopefu ls has 
been set u p by CBS-TV. Later, it 
will be ex pand ed to tak e in all 
members of Congress who want to 
learn abou t this new med iu m for 
mak ing friend s and critics. 
While v iewers are not going to be 
represented on the school’s facu lty , 
some of u s hav e firm opinions abou t 
what shou ld be in the cu rricu lu m. 
Those of u s who are work ing in 
newspaper shops hav e an especially 
firm opinion that political aspirants 
and officehold ers shou ld q u it say ing 
things that hav e to be u nsaid the 
nex t d ay . First rad io and now tele­ 
v ision d iscou rage what formerly 
was the d irty practice of claiming 
misq u otation by newspapers. From 
now on, ex cept for straight-ou t 
press interv iews and u nrecord ed 
speeches, the speak ers either will 
hav e said it or they won’t hav e said 
it. There will be no more q u ibbling. 
The aim of the TV schooling 
shou ld be to teach mu sh-mou thers, 
face-twisters, 
arm-wav ers 
a nd 
pool-hall orators how to k eep 
themselv es from alienating the au ­ 
d ience. It shou ld tak e u p where the 
pu blic speak ing instru ctors who 
hav e been stru ggling with the bad 
habits of American talk ers left off 
—which was too soon. 
There is not more than one 
speak er in a hu nd red in this cou n­ 
try who can perform for a q u ar­ 
ter of an hou r withou t ru bbing his 
listeners raw with errors and man­ 
nerisms so offensiv ely conspicu ou s 
they betray the speak er’s contempt 
of his listeners and of the v ery art 
of speak ing. 
Some of the best ad d resses being 
mad e, many of them ghost-written, 
are tu rned ov er to the callou s mer­ 
cies of speak ers who k now no more 
abou t the art than a g o o se 
k nows 
abou t sin. That is the k ind of thing 
which will be ev en more d isastrou s 
in the age of TV than it has been 
before—and it has d one irreparable 
da ma ge to the prestige of ma ny a n 


oratorical cripple. 
Bu t it may be foolish to ind u lge 
any hope of improv ement, becau se 
if there has been none after all 
these y ears all hope may be v ain. 
Only a few week s ago, a bu siness­ 
man named Rand all created a mild 
sensation with an articu late and 
sk illfu l presentation of his point of 
v iew in the steel d ispu te; It was 
an u npreced ented performance for 
what shou ld be one of the most ar­ 
ticu late grou ps in the world . 
The instru ctors who are going to 
tack le the job of bestowing the gift 
of plau sible and persu asiv e gab on 
people too lazy to d o any thing abou t 
it before are probably lick ed be­ 
fore they start. They hav e work ed 
hard on Harry Tru man, withou t re­ 
su lts. They work ed with Herbert 
Hoov er when he was presid ent. 
They tack led Alf Land en and Wen­ 
d ell Willk ie, hoping to bring them 
u p to the stand ard set by Frank lin 
D. Roosev elt, the pace-setter of ou r 
times. 
They d id n’t hav e mu ch lu ck . 
Thomas E. Dewey , who was su p­ 
posed to be their brightest pu pil, 
lack ed plau sibility . It remains to 
be seen whether telev ision will 
mak e the problem of maintaining 
confid ence in lead ership worse or 
better; it probably will mak e it 
worse. The TV instru ctors may be 
lu ck y if they can school the ora­ 
tors of the nex t few y ears well 
enou gh to ju stify the high cost of 
u sing the facilities of the TV net­ 
work s at alL

Brings Reminder Of Johnson 


WASHINGTON (A — Eigh ty -fo ur y ears ago co day Ch ief Justice 
Salmo n P. Ch ase, wh o was presiding, ro se in die Senate, grasped Use 
sides o f th e desk befo re h im, and said to a full, h ush ed ch amber: 
•‘Call th e ro ll.” 
•‘Mr. Anth o ny ,** th e clerk calced. And th us began o ne o f th e mo st 
dram atic decisio ns in U.S. h isto ry . 
Henry Bo wen Anth o ny , Senato r 
fro m Rh o de Island, sto o d up. 
•‘Mr. Senato r Anth o ny , h o w say 
y o u?” asked th e ch ief justice. “Is 
th e respo ndent, Andrew Jo h nso n, 
President o f th e United States, 
guilty o r no t guilty o f a h igh mis­ 
demeano r as ch arged in th is ar­ 
ticle?** 
Anth o ny didn’t h esitate. “Guilty ,” 
h e said. 
Carefully th e jury (th at is, th e 
Senate) was po lled. 
One vo te h ad special interest. 
Sen. Jam es W. Grimes o f Io wa h ad 
suffered a stro ke o f paraly sis o nly 
th ree day s earlier. Yet h e was so 
determined to be present o n th is 
fateful day th at h e h ad friends h elp 
h im into th e Senate. Th ey h elped 
h im struggle to h is feet as h is name 
was called. 
“No t guilty ,** Sen. Grimes said 
Th e wo rd “guilty ” rang o ut mo re 
o ften th an ‘‘no t guilty .” But, in o r­ 
der to kick Andrew Jo h nso n o ut o f 
h is h igh o ffice, th e margin h ad to 
be 2 to I. 
Vo te Clo se 
Th e vo te was amazingly clo se. By 
o ne vo te—35*fo r remo val, 19 fo r ac­ 
q uittal—Jo h nso n stay ed o n as th e 
17 th President o f th e U. S. 
Th e sto ry o f Jo h nso n—o nly Presi­ 
dent ever to stand trial in an im­ 
peach ment, case—co mes up to day 
because again th ere h as been im­ 
peach ment talk. 
Rep. Sh afer (R-Mich ) and Rep. 
Hale (R-Me) h ave intro duced bills 
seeking to impeach Truman. But 
almo st every President h as h eard 
similar talk. And even Sen. Mundt 
(R-SD), a stern critic o f Truman, 
has said he do esn’t ex pect any th ing 
to co me o f th ese. 
Yet th e parallels. between Tru­ 
man and Jo h nso n are surprising. 
Each h ad little fo rmal educatio n. 
Jo h nso n h ad been a tailo r, Truman 
a h aberdash er. 
Each was a sen­ 
ato r befo re h is electio n as vice 
president. 
Each mo ved up after 
th e sudden* death o f a wartime 


sassinatkm o f Linco ln, Truman af­ 
ter th e death o f Franklin D. Ro o se­ 
velt. 
But th e co mpariso ns must no t be 
push ed to o far. 
Truman went o n to win th e pres­ 
idency in h is o wn righ t. He h as 
h ad h is tro ubles with Co ngress, but 
th ey h ave been no th ing co mpared 
with "Jo h nso n's. 
J o hnso n Eg o tistical 
Jo h nso n h as been described by 
Pro f. R. G. McGrane o f th e Uni­ 
versity a t Cincinnati as “ego tisti­ 
cal, tactless, self-co nfident, fo nd o f 
making ex travagant speech es.** 
He campaigned in th e o ff-y ear 
electio ns, try ing to get co ngress­ 
men o f h is belief elected—and lo st 
decisively . Co ngress no w was o p­ 
enly h o stile, particularly in its 
views o n h o w th e So uth sh o uld be 
reco nstructed. 
Th e Jaw th at caused th e mo st 
co mmo tio n was th e tenure o f o ffice 
act o f 1867 . | 
Under th is, Jo h nso n co uldn't even 
dismiss o ne o f h is cabinet mem­ 
bers. 
Jo h nso n said th is was unco nsti­ 
tutio nal, and so o n fired h is secre­ 
tary o f war, Edwin M. Stanto n, 
with wh o m h e h ad lo ng been in dis- 
ageement. 
Th is fo rmed a base fo r so me o f 
th e ll articles in th e impeach ment 
ch arges. 
Under th e Co nstitutio n, th e Ho use 
draws up th e ch arges and presents 
th e case. Th e Senate, in such cases 
presided o ver by th e ch ief justice 
o f th e Supreme Co urt, sits in judg­ 
ment. 
Th e trial, lo ng, sto rmy and h igh ­ 
ly po litical, lasted fro m Feb. 25 
until May 26, 1868, wh en th e last 
ch arges 
against 
Jo h nso n 
were 
dro pped.
